GOLDEN GATE BRIDGE IS 
19 YEARS OLD TOMORROW 


T he Golden Gate Bridge is 19 years old tomorrow, 
it was on M ay 27, 1937, th at the world’s greatest 
suspension bridge was opened to j>edeslrian traffic, and 
to vehicular traffic the following day. 
Nearly 
100,000 pedestrians walked across the 
bridge that first day, and during the first three days 
nearly 100,000 motor vehicles crossed. 
During the first year it was opened, the bridge 
served an average of 9,000 vehicles a day. Today the 
average is close to 45,000 a day and steadily gaining. 
The high traffic mark was last Mother’s Day, May 13, 
w hen 60,276 cars crossed. 
George P. Anderson, president of the Golden Gate 
Bridge and,. Highway D istrict, said, that since the 
opening nearly 149 million vehicles have crossed the 
span, bringing in total revenues o f approxim ately 64 
0 
million dollars. Anderson pointed out that the bridge 
has paid its own way since it opened without the neces­ 
sity of levying a tax on the taxpayers of M arin and the 
five other counties of the bridge district—Napa, 
Sonoma, San Francisco, Mendocino and Del Norte-as 
permitted by state law to meet any deficit.

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Harry Scott, 
First Mayor 
Of Ross, Dies 


Funeral services are pending in 
San Francisco today for Harry 8. 
Scott, first mayor of the Town 
of Ross and board chairman of 
General Steamship Corp.. 
Scott, long a leader in Bay Area 
and West Coast shipping and com­ 
mercial circles, died Thursday at 
a San Francisco hospital after a 
brief illness. He was 83. 
Scott was a member of the first 
town council of Ross after the 
town’s Incorporation Aug., 21, 1908, 
and was. selected to be the first 
mayor, serving as mayor until 
1920. Another member of Ross’ 
first council—and now the only 
only survivor of the original eo-un- 
cilmen—E. G. Schmiedell of Ross, 
today gave high praise to his late 
colleague. 
“He was a fine and courageous 
man and a great mayor,” Schmie­ 
dell said. “He was Instrumental in 
the purchase of Ross Common and 
in solving all of the many prob­ 
lems which confronted the town, 
when it was incorporated.” 
Schmiedell also served on the 
Ross council for the first 13 years 
after the town’s incorporation. 
Scott, active in the creation of 
General Steamship Corp., assumed 
the presidency of the company in 
1921. He had a hand in the for­ 
mation of many shipping compan-

Action On 
New Plumbers 
Pact Delayed 
Action on a three-year labor 
contract with 2,200 plumbers in 
Marin, San Francisco, Sonoma and 
Mendocino Counties was postponed 
Thursday by the Mechanical Con­ 
tractors Assn. of Northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
’ 
The existing contract, which ex­ 
pires June 30, would be supplant­ 
ed by one in which plumbers would 
receive a wage increase of 25 cents 
an 'hour plus fringe benefits and 
another 25-cent increase on July 1, 
1957. Also included is a compulsory 
savings account plan. 
The board of directors of the 
contractors* group tabled the pro­ 
posal without comment. Later, the 
general membership concurred. 
The employees group, the San 
Francisco Master Plumbers Assn., 
the Marin Plumbers Assn., and 
the contractors association, will 
consider the contract at a joint 
meeting next Thursday night. 
Both the union members and the 
employer groups must ratify the 
terms of the contract. 


$12,455,000 have matured and been 
sold “and none at loss." 
From these Investments, interest 
earned to date has been $2,087,870, 
the finance chairman went on, “a 
tremendous profit from its in­ 
vestment.” 
He praised auditor Charles Hud­ 
son of San Anselmo, for his “most 
excellent judgment" in handling 
the district’s investments.

He went on to read portions of 
letters from “nationally known” 
investment firms commenting on 
the same “sound judgment.” 
, Hadeler also pointed out the 
district operates under '“rigid 
rules” of state law and “is strictly 
limited in its investments.” He 
concluded that the district’s poli­ 
cies provide “the maximum mar­ 
ketability and the minimum risk,,*'" 
Davies got no support for his 
stand from the other bridge di­ 
rectors. Charles Reinking, Santa 
Rosa banker, flatly stated “it’s not 
true” that the district has suffered 
a $500,000 loss. He said every in­ 
vestment firm and bank, “even my 
own,” holds goverment bonds and 
haven’t suffered losses from the 
slump in the bond market. “There 
is no loss because they are invest­ 
ments held to maturity, and aren’t 
bought to sell." 
Marin Director M att Graham 
asked that the auditor be allowed 
“to correct some of Davies' state­ 
ments.” But Auditor Hudson was 
not called on to explain the situa­ 
tion.Board President George Ander­ 
son. referred Davies’ letter to the 
finance committee over the pro­ 
tests of Marin Director Leland 
Murphy. “Why bother the finance 
committee with it?” he asked. “We 
all know none of us is going to 
vote for such an idea. I think we 
should give our auditor and 
finance committee a vote of con­ 
fidence now.” 
But Anderson said he felt any 
director had the right to make a 
statem ent and ask an investiga­ 
tion, and that the proper com­ 
mittee should consider the request 
and report to the full 'board. He 
referred the letter to the finance 
committee.

Why Not A Better Name For 
The New North Bay Bridge? 


The announcement that Chief Justice Earl 
W arren has been invited to participate in 
North Bay bridge dedication ceremonies is 
welcome indeed. 
And we think it reflects credit on Gov­ 
ernor Knight that he remembered to invite 
the man whose administration surmounted 
a good many obstacles to make possible the 
construction of the bridge. 
We recall that in the very earliest da\s of 
serious consideration of the bridge project 
in Sacramento-when our then-Senator T ho­ 
mas F. Keating first introduced some study 
legislation — Warren 
subordinates 
in 
the 
State Department of Public Works were 
staunch supporters and backers of the North 
Bay span proposal. 


And when the feasibility studies got seri­ 
ously underway, Wrarren subordinates in 
the Division of Bay T oll Crossings emerged 
as enthusiastic supporters of the North Bay 
bridge plan. 


Later when it came to finance problems, 
the bridge found friends In Warren’s State 
Director of Finance and the State Controller 
(7 homas Kuchel) first elevated to that elec­ 
tive office by appointment of then Governor 
W’arren. 


When the final administrative show-down 
came, before the California T oll Bridge Au­ 
thority, that body—headed by thcn-Governor 
W arren-acted quickly and decisively to in­ 
sure the construction of the bridge. 


So the bridge was a Warren administra­ 
tion project from the start until its comple­ 
tion was .nsured. 


Technically, it is known in official records 
as the Richmond-San Rafael bridge. 


W e don t think we would be remiss in 
suggesting that we might honor California’s 
leading, living citizen by suggesting that the 
new'crossing be christened “The Earl W’ar­ 
ren Bridge." 


What Does Salvation Army Do Here? 


I he Salvation Army fund drive now* in 
progress in Marin is something a little new. 
This is the first year that the organiza­ 
tion has attempted an all-out campaign, 
enlisting the aid of a good many local vol­ 
unteer solicitors. 
But the service of the Salvation Army is 
N O T new to Marin. 
During the past 50 years a good many of 
the 11,000 children cared for at the Lytton 
School for Boys and Girls, over in Sonoma 
County, were from Marin. 
During 1955, eight Marin children were 
cared for at the home and school, at a total 
cost of $6,145. 


From relatives and public assistance, the 
Salvation Army received only $2,753 toward 
this cost. 


In other words, the Salvation Army ren­ 
dered $3,412 worth of service to Marin chil­ 
dren, for which it was not reimbursed. 
During a four year period-1949 through 
1954, the most recent for which we could 
obtain iccords-the Salvation Army’s Booth 
Memorial hospital in Oakland cared for 11 
young unwed mothers from Marin. 
W hile 
we were not able to get cost breakdowns on 
this service, we did learn that these girls 
received a total of 803 days of hospital care. 
If you have paid any hospital bills lately, 
you will know that represents a sizeable 
amount. 


Nearby, 
the 
Salvation 
Army 
operates 
summer vacation camps in the Santa Cruz 
mountains for needy children and working 
mothers w’ith children. 
* 


With San Quentin prison in our “front 
yard,” we in Marin are especially cognizant 
of penal problems. But not many of us are 
aware that one of the Salvation Army’s serv­ 
ices is care of families of convicts. Parolees 
also are assisted in finding work and “mak­ 
ing the grade” on parole. 


The down-and-out, the alcoholic, the un­ 
employed, the drug addict-all the homeless 
derelicts of Skid Road—are extended a help­ 
ing, Christian hand by the Salvation Army. 
Believe it or not, the Salvation Army count­ 
ed 260,000 Skid Roaders that it helped in 
California last year. 


There’s still more that the Salvation Army 
does in the fields of disaster aid, youth pro­ 
grams, assistance for service men, transient 
aid, family welfare counseling, and recondi­ 
tioning old furniture and clothing. 


But we haven’t room; the list of services 
is so long. 


We just want to observe that this has been

KOSCOF M U M H O N P 
Dispute Over 
Defense 
Runs Deep 


W ASHINGTON—It is going to 
do no good to wring our hands 
and pretend to be horrified be­ 
cause spokesmen for the Army, 
Air Force and Navy are calling 
each other names in public. 
This is no petty conflict of 
personalities. 
There are deep, 
earnest, honest, lacerating disa­ 
greements among the three ser­ 
vices on matters which affect the 
very capacity of our nation to 
survive—if war comes. 
The differences couldn’t pos­ 
sibly cut deeper. They concern 
the role, the strategy and the 
strength of air, ground and sea 
power. 
It is these differences which 
have now boiled over into harsh, 
open, 
superficially 
unedifying 
conflict among all three of the 
services. Some of the arguments, 
pro and con, are being exaggerat­ 
ed and Army and Air Force gen­ 
erals are using words — “brain­ 
washed,” 
“disaster,” 
“bigoted” 
—which in calmer moments they 
will regret—or ought to. 


ONE CAN APPRECIATE the 
feelings 
of Defense Secretary 
Charles E, Wilson when, asked 
by reporters to comment on the 
inter-service 
disputes, 
he 
re­ 
marked with a pained expression: 
"We have a well-organized way 
to get the facts together and 
reach agreement in the Pentagon. 
They don’t have to practice psy­ 
chological 
warfare 
on e a c h 
other.” 


That’s all very well; but I 
submit that it Is better to have 
good, old-fashioned, undigni­ 
fied, public wrangles than to 
attempt to keep the deep disa­ 
greements of Army-Navy-Air 
Force bottled up when they 
haven’t really been resolved. 


At no time during the past 
three years have the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff genuinely, wholeheated- 
ly embraced the missions and lev­ 
els of strength assigned to the 
three services. There has been 
assent, there has been acquies­ 
cence but there has been no unit­ 
ed acceptance. 
Because the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff—if I understand the situa­ 
tion correctly—have never been 
really united in the divisions of 
roles and the division of funds 
between Air Force, Army and 
Navy, their subordinates have 
become increasingly restive, hon­ 
estly fearful and outspoken. 
The conflict is now in the open 
and what I am suggesting is that 
it Is better to havq it come pain­ 
fully into the open than to have 
an appearance of agreement cov­ 
ering up the gravest disagree­ 
ments.

Public Health Service Gives 


Advice On One Vacation Problem

WASHINGTON (U.RV—One way 
to prevent sunburn is to stay 
away from old Sol. 
Another 
is to 
dab several 
ounces of prevention on sections 
of your anatomy you aim to ex­ 
pose to the hot rays. 


PERSONALLY, I don’t intend 
to do any prolounged outdoor sit­ 
ting. I’ve discovered like a lot of 
others that some soda parlors 
around the country have lamps 
for sale that will give an arti­ 
ficial tan. 
On my annual leave which is 
coming up presently, I intend to 
look into this method in the in­ 
terest of science. 
With this in mind, I went 
down to the government, print­ 
ing office and, for a nickel, 
picked up a Public Health Ser- 


vice pamphlet called “Sunburn 
and Suntan.” 
The little 
four-page 
b o ok 
starts out by saying that a lot of 
folks njin their vacations by try­ 
ing to build up a brown look too 
many layers at a time. 


THE HEALTH SERVICE has 
some suggestions. First off, you 
should know 
from 
experience 
hbw much sun your hide can 
handle. Even 
if you’re sure, 
watchout for the noonday sun. 
“Some of the worst caçes of 
sunburn,” the pamphlet goes on, 
"are collected on the beaches and 
on the snow-covered mountains. 
Even when the sun is overcast, 
the sun can bum cruelly.” 
The Health Service has found 
that kids burn more easily than 
big folks. Babies under age two 
and delicate children of any age 
need a watchful eye. It is deemed

advisable for the very young to 
start out in spurts of five min­ 
utes at a time. 
Most grownups can weather 15 
minutes under the rays the first 
day. On each succeeding day, the 
exposure may be extended by 15 
minutes. 


THE 
SERVICE recommends 
some suntan preparations, which 
come under the preventive clas­ 
sification. 
Since 
they 
involve 
mathematics and fractions, these 
recipes ought to be stirred up by 
your druggist. 
These are recommended, when 
properly mixed: 
Oil: A mixture of white min­ 
eral oil, sesame oil, menthyl sa­ 
licylate, perfume, and a touch of 
hydroquinone. 
Cream: Cold cream mixed with 
vanishing 
cream, 
sesame 
oil, 
menthyl anthranilate, and cho­ 
lesterol. 
Lotion: ethyl alcohol, sesame 
oil, butyl benzal acetone oxalate, 
tannic acide, perfume, and hy­ 
droquinone mixed in. 
If you forget all of the above— 
the time of exposure and the 
preventatives—and get in trou­ 
ble, better call a doctor. 
The 
Health 
Service 
warns 
that a lot of burns can be seri­ 
ous. You may come down with 
chills, fever and even run out of 
your head. 
Happy vacation!

the Army’s Coa3t Artillery train­ 
ing school 


I AM CONVINCED 
that no 
good purpose will be served by 
trying to shush this thing up— 
and it can’t be done anyway. 
Secretary Wilson remarked at a 
recent news conference that he 
saw no flat 
contradiction 
be­ 
tween the Air Force and the 
Navy over the Navy’s role in 
strategic bombing. 


The fact is that there are the 
flattest of flat contradictions 
among all three of the services on 
W’hat each should do and how 
much strength each should have 
to do it with in any future war. 
Army spokesmen assert that 
the “use and control of all land- 
launched missiles is the respon­ 
sibility of the Army.” 


Today the Air Force has con­ 
trol of the development and pro­ 
duction of long-range and me- 
dium-range missiles and is de­ 
manding that it be given control 
over all missiles and all anti-air­ 
craft defense. 
The Army asserts that the Air 
Force already 
has 
too many 
bombers and is crying for “more 
money, more money, more mon­ 
ey,” when it ought to have less. 
The Air Force contends that 
it& “spectacular 
mobility 
out- 
modes the most modern surface 
forces” and the Army contends 
that with Russia neutralizing our 
air power, we face subjugation 
unless “our military structure’’ 
is revised, that is. 
the Army 
greatly strengthened. 
Army spokesmen assert that 
we are over-building the Navy 
to defend ourselves against a na­ 
tion (Russia) “with practically 
no naval experience.” 


THESE OFFICERS are speak­ 
ing from conviction and from 
sincerity—and from prejudice. 
Discount service prejudice and 
there remains an argument which 
in this democratic country can’t 
be settled In private. 
Perhaps all the current strate­

PRIME MINISTER Jawaharlal 
Nehru of India has added the Al­ 
gerian situation to the long list 
of his diplomatic interests.

Marshall, arriving in New Del­ 
hi from London, called Nehru 
"the leader of Asian democracy.” 
Nehru is unlikely to decline 
that title. He assumed the posi­ 
tion of “neutralist,” remaining 
aloof frcm the West-East cold 
war, as soon as India gots its 
Independence in 1950. 
He took the leading part ia

A s i a-African 
countries. 
No one can doubt that Nehru 
is a man of good will, and that 
he earnestly seeks peace and 
world betterment. 


ONE TROUBLE, however, is 
that the military alliances which 
he opposes are those the west­ 
ern allies have formed in defense 
against Communist aggression. 
Another is that he seems in­ 
clined to list Soviet Russia and 
Communist China as among the 
"anti-colonial” countries. 
For instance, Nehru does not 
call Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia 
and Tibet colonies. Wheh Rus­ 
sia and Red China w'anted those 
countries, they just moved their 
armies in and took over. 
However, Nehru’s proposal on 
Algeria seems to be a reasonable 
one at first glance. He called for 
a cease-fire, and for French rec­ 
ognition of Algeria as “a na­ 
tional entity” and “personality.” 
He asked that Algerians and 
French settlers in Algeria be 
made equal. Finally he called 
for formal negotiations between 
France and the rebels. 


IT IS POSSIBLE that Nehru 
will advise Marshall to keep cool 
for the present in hope that the 
Singapore talks can be reopened.

Why Not A Better Name For 
The New North Bay Bridge? 


The announcement that Chief Justice Earl 
Warren has been invited to participate in 
North Bay bridge dedication ceremonies is 
welcome indeed. 
And we think it reflects credit on Gov­ 
ernor Knight that he remembered to invite 
the man whose administration surmounted 
a good many obstacles to make possible the 
construction of the bridge. 
We recall that in the very earliest days of 
serious consideration of the bridge project 
in Sacramento—when our then-Senator Tho­ 
mas F. Keating first introduced some study 
legislation—Warren subordinates in the 
State Department of Public Works were 
staunch supporters and backers of the North 
Bay span proposal. 
And when the feasibility studies got seri­ 
ously underway, Warren subordinates in 
the Division of Bay Toll Crossings emerged 
as enthusiastic supporters of the North Bay 
bridge plan. 


Later when it. came to finance problems, 
the bridge found friends in Warren's State 
Director of Finance and the State Controller 
(Thomas Kuchel) first elevated to that elec­ 
tive office by appointment of then Governor 
Warren. 
When the final administrative show-down 
came, before the California Toll Bridge Au­ 
thority, that body—headed by then-Governor 
Warren—acted quickly and decisively to in­ 
sure the construction of the bridge. 
So the bridge was a Warren administra­ 
tion project from the start until its comple­ 
tion was insured. 
Technically, it is known in official records 
as the Richmond-San Rafael bridge. 
We don’t think we would be remiss in 
suggesting that we might honor California’s 
leading, living citizen by suggesting that the 
new*crossing be christened "The Earl War­ 
ren Bridge.” 


What Does Salvation Army Do Here? 
The Salvation Army fund drive now in 
progress in Marin is something a little new'. 
This is the first year that the organiza­ 
tion has attempted an all-out campaign, 
enlisting the aid of a good many local vol­ 
unteer solicitors. 
But the service of the Salvation Army is 
NOT new to Marin. 
During the past 50 years a good many of 
the 11,000 children cared for at the Lytton 
School for Boys and Girls, over in Sonoma 
County, were from Marin. 
During 1955, eight Marin children were 
cared for at the home and school, at a total 
cost of $6,145. 
From relatives and public assistance, the 
Salvation Army received only $2,755 toward 
this cost. 
In other words, the Salvation Army ren­ 
dered $5,412 worth of service to Marin chil­ 
dren, for which it was not reimbursed. 
During a four year period—1949 through 
1954, the most recent for which we could 
obtain records—the Salvation Army’s Booth 
Memorial hospital in Oakland cared for II 
young unwed mothers from Marin. While 
we were not able to get cost breakdowns on 
this service, w-e did learn that these girls 
received a total of 805 days of hospital care. 
If you have paid any hospital bills lately, 
you will know that represents a sizeable 
amount. 


WASHINGTON SIDELIGHT 


Nearby, the Salvation Army operates 
summer vacation camps in the Santa Cruz 
mountains for needy children and working 
mothers with children. 
With San Quentin prison in our "front 
yard,” we in Marin are especially cognizant 
of penal problems. But not many of us are 
aware that one of the Salvation Army’s serv­ 
ices is care of families of convicts. Parolees 
also are assisted in finding work and "mak­ 
ing the grade” on parole. 
The down-and-out, the alcoholic, the un­ 
employed, the drug addict-all the homeless 
derelicts of Skid Road-are extended a help 
ing, Christian hand by the Salvation Army. 
Believe it or not, the Salvation Army count­ 
ed 260,000 Skid Roaders that it helped in 
California last year.

I’ve discovered like a lot of 
others that some soda parlori 
around the country have lamps 
for sale that will give an arti­ 
ficial tan. 
'On. my annual leave which is 
coming up presently, I intend to 
look into this method in the in­ 
terest of science. 
W ith this in mind, I went 
down to the government print­ 
ing office and, for' a nickel, 
picked up a Public Health Ser­ 


vice pamphlet called “Sunburn 
and Suntan.* 
The little four-page boo k 
starts out by saying that, a lot of 
folks ruin their vacations by try­ 
ing to build up a brown look too 
many layers at a time. 
THE HEALTH SERVICE has 
some suggestions. First off, you 
should know from experience 
hbw much sun your hide can 
handle. Even if you’re sure, 
watchout for' the noonday sun. 
“Some of the worst cages, of 
sunburn," the pamphlet goes on, 
“are collected on the beaches and 
on the snow-covered mountains. 
Even when toe sun is overcast, 
..the sun can. bum 'Cruelly.” 
The Health Service has found 
that kids burn more easily than 
big folks. Babies under age two 
and delicate children of any age 
need a watchful eye. It Is deemed

If you forget all of the above— 
the time of exposure and the 
preventatives—and get in trou­ 
ble, better call a doctor.

D O M ESTIC LEGISLATION: 
A Representative in Congress 
must be interested in all legisla­ 
tion and toe welfare of his con­ 
stituents. I have had a lifetime 
of experience In 'development 
programs'. 
When I was 22 years of age, 
I was appointed superintendent 
of the Municipal Water Co. at 
Sebastopol. I later engaged in 
real estate 'devel.opm.ent and as 
Real Estate Commissioner of 
California, I was a member of 
the three-man board which al­ 
located money and Instituted 
construction of all of our state 
developments... 
I chose to be a member of toe 
Public Works Committee of the 
House of Representatives, as this 
work was In line with my past 
experience. 
We in the north coast area felt 
complacent .in that we did. not 
need to develop our natural re­ 
sources, and it was not until the 
population greatly increased that 
we realized we must conserve our 
water* and our forests, and with 
that came the development of 
our harbors. 
I am proud of the work that I 
have accomplished and the proj­ 
ects under construction.

Together with Mr., Nixon, 
he employs a surface salesman­ 
ship that only antagonizes our 
friends.

nation of floods, as well as the 
allied fields of soil and water 
conservation., 
I favor immediate study of the 
onrushing problem of retirement 
and old-age security set in mo­ 
tion by increasing1 longevity of 
our population and accelerating 
technological advancement.

*PEACE MAKER* 
Nehru Now 
Interested 
In Algeria

PRIME MINISTER Jawaharlal 
Nehru of India has added, the Al­ 
gerian situation to' the long list 
of his diplomatic interests. 
He has offered a detailed pro­ 
posal to bring France and the 
Algerian nationalists together to 
end the Increasingly dangerous 
revolt. 
Nehru made the proposal in 
his role of self-appointed peace 
maker. 
In the same role, he Is likely to 
have something to' say soon about 
the breakdown of Singapore In­ 
dependence talks in London. 
CHIEF MINISTER David Mar­ 
shall, who led, the Singapore 
delegation in London, stopped 
off in New Delhi on hte way home 
to ask Nehru's advice about the 
next step. 
That he will get it, there can 
be no doubt. Nehru is an. out­ 
spoken man with advice on 
world problems. 
He is also a very influential 
man in parts of Asm and Africa, 
two continent* which are emerg­ 
ing from, “colonialism." 
Marshall, arriving in New Del­ 
hi from London, called Nehru 
“the leader of Asian democracy.” 
Nehru is unlikely to decline 
that title. He assumed toe 'posi­ 
tion of “neutralist," remaining 
aloof from, the W est-East cold 
war, as soon as India gots it* 
Independence in 1950. 
He took toe leading part in 
trying to form toe so-called neu­ 
tralist bloc of A a i a-African 
countries. 
No one can doubt that Nehru 
is a man of good will, and that 
he earnestly seeks peace and 
world 'betterment. 
ONE TROUBLE, however, is 
that the military alliances which 
he opposes are those the west­ 
ern allies have formed 'in defense 
against Communist aggression. 
Another is that he seems in­ 
clined to list Soviet Russia and 
Communist China as among toe 
“anti-colonial” countries. 
For instance, Nehru does not 
call Lithuania, Latvia, .Estonia 
and Tibet colonies. When Rus­ 
sia and Red China wanted those 
countries, they Just moved their 
armies in and took over. 
However, Nehru’s proposal on 
Algeria, seems to' be a reasonable 
one at first glance. He called for 
a cease-fire, and for French rec­ 
ognition of Algeria as “a na­ 
tional entity” and “personality." 
He asked that Algerians and 
French .settlers In Algeria be 
made equal. Finally he called 
for formal negotiations between 
France and the rebels. 
IT IS POSSIBLE that Nehru 
will advise Marshall to keep cool 
for the present in hope that to® 
Singapore talks can be reopened. 
But in any event, Nehru’s In­ 
terest in. Algeria and Singapore 
will increase his .influence in. 
Asia and Africa, including the 
Arab nations which are support­ 
ing the Algerian rebels. 
Nehru probably will have some 
thoughts to express, on Singapore 
when he attends the British. 
Commonwealth prime ministers 
conference in London late next 
month. 
He undoubtedly will have a lot 
of advice to give President Eisen­ 
hower and Secretary of State' 
John Foster Dulles too, when he 
visits Washington early in July.

BERKELEY (JP)—Norman (Red) ¡ 
Strader, whose playing and coach- ¡ 
mg career spanned the rise of big 
time football, died early today I 
following a heart attack. 
His last coaching job had been 1 
a one-year losing stint with the 
pro San Francisco 49ers, ending 
last winter. 
Before that, the smiling 5Í-year~ j 
old red head had coached at, Regis I 


College at Denver, at nearby St. i 
Mary’s College, for three Navy j 
bases during World War II and 
for the defunct New’ York Yan­ 
kees professional team. 
He played the gome well enough 
to be named to Walter Camp’s 
third All-America team after his 
1924 season at St. Mary's and play­ 
ed with two Chicago pro clubs, the 
old Bulls and the Cardinals. 


His 
wife, Helen, heard 
him j 
moan in his sleep and then saw I 
him lose consciousness before the j 
arrival of a Catholic priest. Strad­ 
er was declared dead at Herrick 
Memorial Hospital. 
Strader was born at Newton. 
N.J., and was brought to Modesto 
when he was six months oid. He 
attended high school at Oakland. 
Cleveland's Indians signed him 


to a baseball contract after he 
was graduated from St. Mary's 
and farmed him out to Saginaw, 
Mich., as a catcher. Later he play­ 
ed for baseball teams at Holly­ 
wood and at Wheeling, W.Va. 
In 1929 he coached football at 
Regis, returning to St. Mary's as. 
as assistant to Slip Madigan in 
1932. He became head coach in 
1940. 


During the war, he coached 
football and baseball for Navy 
teams at Whldby Island, Camp 
Perry and Sampson Naval Base. 


He started in 1946 with the 
Yankees as an assistant coach in 
the old All-America Conference, 
taking over as head coach in 1948. 


With the break up of tha A-A, 
he returned to the San Francisco 


area la 1950 and went into the 
construction business. 


For a time he scouted for the 
49ers and at the end of the 1954 
season was named to replace Law­ 
rence (Buck) Shaw as head coach. 
Shaw was fired because of a losing 
season 
and Strader waa 
fired 
after the next season—also losing. 
Frank Albert replaced him.

You 
could have knocked Giddings over 
with a minnow for there before 
his startled eyes were hundreds of 
dead fish. 
Giddings, unable to locate the 
source of the pollution after a 
hurried investigation, summoned 
Willis 
Evans, 
inland 
fisheries 
supervisor, Region III, of the De­ 
partm ent of Fish and Game, who 
in a matter of hours came up with 
the solution. 
It seems that three half-gallon 
bottles of Sani-Clor Bleach were 
broken while workmen unloaded a 
supply at the market. The break­ 
age occurred on a slope, so the 
contents merely washed down into 
the stream.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. OI.R)—’The 
Big Ten moved today toward be­ 
coming almost an exclusive Mid­ 
western league during the foot­ 
ball season and a perennial oppon­ 
ent of the Pacific Coast Confer­ 
ence in post-season Rose Bowl 
contests. 
Faculty representatives and ath­ 
letic directors paved the way for a 
round-robln grid schedule during 
which each team will play nine 
conference games.

Simmons played with seven ma­ 
jor league teams in his baseball 
career, but he achieved stardom 
with the Philadelphia Athletics 
from 1924 to 1934. He was the 
leading hitter In the American 
League in 1930 with a .381 average 
and again in 1931 with a .390 
average. 
In several seasons he led the 
American League In runs batted 
in, runs scored, hits and total 
bases. 
Simmons wound up with a life­ 
time batting average of .334 and 
recorded 
more 
hits 
than 
any 
American League batter' with 2,831 
during his 20 seasons. 
Simmons led the Athletics to 
pennants from 1929 through 1931, 
probably his best seasons. 
Despite his great hitting ability, 
one of baseball’s greatest mo­ 
ments saw' Simmons struck out 
along with four other Hall of 
Fame hitters during the 1934 All- 
Star game by Carl Hub^ell. 
The other “victims” were Babe 
Ruth, Lou Gehrig, Joe Cronin and 
Jimmy Foxx.

DO YOU QUALIFY? 
Hayakawa Details 
'Sanity' Criteria

“Sane” people, sem antically de­ 
fined, are not necessarily the “well 
adjusted” individuals described in 
popular 
psychological 
literature. 
This was the new viewpoint p re­ 
sented 
by Dr. 
S. I. 
H ayakawa 
Thursday afternoon a; the O ut­ 
door A rt Clubhouse to a capacity 
audience of members and guests. 
In delineating the theoretically 
“sane person,” the noted educator, 
author and internationally recog­ 
nized authority on sem antics (the 
study of how language and th in k ­ 
ing influence behaviour) lectured 
from his widely discussed paper on 
“The Fully Functioning Person­ 
ality” which he presented a t a 
m ental health conference last fall. 
Using the teachings of his form ­ 
er m entor, Alfred Korzybski, the 
studies of Carl Rogers and A. H 
Maslow, as well as the writings of 
D. H. Lawrence and his own ex­ 
periences, Dr. Hayakawa painted 
a verbal picture of the sem antical­ 
ly sane 
person. These 
are the 
highlights of the portrait. 
1. The sane person is not neces­ 
sarily "well adjusted” in the gen­ 
erally accepted sense because he 
does not conform completely to 
the standards of his culture, pre 
fering instead of fitting into ac­ 
cepted patterns to develop him 
self to his fullest capacities. 
He m ay be unconventional, oift 
his is not a mere revolt against 
authority. 
He just never allows 
conventions to inhibit him from 
doing anything he considers im ­ 
portant. W hen he is conventional, 
it is by choice, not compulsion. 
2. He does not confuse symbols 
w ith realities. For him, serf res­ 
pect does not depend on the sym ­ 
bols of socially significant food 
habits, clothes, cars, churches and 
rituals, but he is not uncom forta­ 
ble w ith accepted social facade 
either. He can take them or leave 
them . 
3. Although he may not find it 
easy to know them always, he is 
aware to an unusual degree of his 
own feelings and emotions and 
their effect, and lie is not afraid of 
them . If he finds in him self a tra it 
th a t conflicts with his own idea 
of himserf, such as a cruel impulse 
when he considers himself a kind, 
generous m an, he adm its it and 
doesn’t try to suppress it. 
4. He is not “dogmatic or cate­ 
goric.” He prefaces statem ents w ith 
“so far as I know,” since he real­ 
izes th a t he has not had all possi­ 
ble experiences, does not have all 
the facts, nor even know all of his 
own motives. 
Said Dr. Hayakawa, “One who

Anyone in M arin interested in 
small boat harbors and their de­ 
velopment, or who has factual in ­ 
form ation in this regard, is invited 
to consult w ith M arin Planning 
D irector M ary Summers.

'Sanity' Criteria

“Sane” people, semantically de­ 
fined, are1 not necessarily the “well 
adjusted” individuals described in 
popular 
psychological 
literature. 
This was th e new viewpoint pre­ 
sented 
by Dr. 
8. I. 
Hayakawa 
Thursday afternoon a t the O ut­ 
door Art Clubhouse to a capacity 
audience of members .and, guests. 
In delineating the theoretically 
“sane person,” the noted educator, 
author and internationally recog­ 
nized authority on semantics (the 
study of how language and think­ 
ing influence behaviour) lectured 
from his widely discussed paper on 
“The Fully 'Functioning Person­ 
ality” which he presented at a 
mental health conference last fall. 
Using the teachings of his. form ­ 
er mentor, Alfred Korzybskl, the 
studies of Carl Rogers and A. H. 
Maslow, as well as the writings of 
D. H. Lawrence and his own. ex­ 
periences, Dr. Hayakawa painted 
a verbal picture of the sem antical­ 
ly sane 
person. These 
are the 
highlights, of the portrait, 
1. The sane person is not neces­ 
sarily “well adjusted” in the gen­ 
erally accepted sense because he 
does not conform 'completely to 
the standards of his culture, pre- 
fering instead of fitting into ac­ 
cepted p atterns to develop him ­ 
self to U s fullest capacities. 
He may be unconventional, btft 
his is not a mere revolt against 
.authority. 
He just never allows 
conventions to Inhibit him from 
doing anything he considers im ­ 
portant. W hen he is conventional, 
it fa by choice, not compulsion. 
2. He does not confuse symbols 
with realities. For him, self res­ 
pect does not depend on the sym­ 
bols of socially significant food 
habits, clothes, cars, churches and 
rituals, but he is not uncom forta­ 
ble with accepted .social facade 
either. He can take them, or leave 
them. 
3. Although he may not find it 
easy to know them, always, he Is 
aware to an unusual degree of U s 
own feelings and emotions and 
their effect, and "he is not afraid of 
them,. If he finds In himself a tra it 
th at conflicts with his own idea 
of himself, such as a cruel impulse 
when he considers himself a kind, 
generous m an, he admits It and 
doesn’t try to suppress it. 
4. He is not “dogmatic or cate­ 
goric.” He prefaces statem ents with 
“so far as I know,” since he real­ 
izes th at he has not had all possi­ 
ble experiences, does not have all 
the facte, nor even know all of his 
own motives.

San Rafael 
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Mountain Beaver, Rarely 
Seen, Is Native Of Marin 
By S. THOMPSON WALKER, Director

The mountain beaver, or aplodontia, is possibly the rarest 
animal in Marin County. If not, it certainly is one of the least 
observed of our rodents. The name ‘mountain beaver’ is actually 
very misleading because the animal doesn’t belong to the beaver 
family — it is in a family all its own — and resembles an over­ 
grown pocket gopher more than the beaver. 
This rodent is found only on the West Coast and Marin 
County is one of its southern boundaries in the coast range. It 
can be found among the redwood forests of northwestern Cali­ 
fornia in the open slopes covered with blackberries, thimble- 
berries, and salmonberries. It is reported to live in the area 
around Pt. Reyes, but is seldom observed there. 
The mountain beaver is a rather large rodent averaging 
about one foot in length, with a very short, stubby tail. The fur 
is very dense, dark brown, and is protected with a cover of 
glossy brown guard hairs. There is a white spot at the base of 
each ear. It’s a strict vegetarian and feeds on a variety of plant 
life. Fireweed, lupine, blackberry, salal, bracken fern and nettle 
are typical plants that serve as food. 
Observation is difficult because the aplodontia lives in bur­ 
rows that are hidden under thick masses of almost impenetrable 
vegetation. The burrows, averaging around six inches in di­ 
ameter, are often dug in moist areas and may be partially filled 
with flowing water. Because the animal is nocturnal the oc­ 
casional holes leading to the burrows are about all that the av­ 
erage person ever sees. 
The fur is of little value on the market and the meat is re­ 
ported to be tought and dark. Because they live away from man 
and seem to be quite harmless the mountain beaver is seldom 
molested.

since his treks yielded much in­ 
formation on technical forestry 
problems and he mapped many 
previously unknown areas. 
Illustrated with striking pho­ 
tographs of Arctic scenes, the 
volume describes the exhilaration 
of solitude in those few remain­ 
ing places where no man has 
ever been before. Marshall main­ 
tains that such areas must be 
kept as refuges from the high- 
pressure life of the modern world, 
and conservationists regard him 
as an inspiration to all who wisn 
to fight off inroads into remain­ 
ing natural areas of the country.

Iron Lung Patient Led Life 
With Courage, Bright Outlook 


THE M A N IN THE IR O N 
LUNG, by Leonard C. H a w ­ 
kins, with M i l t o n Lom ask. 
D oubleday and C o m p a n y , 
253 pp., $3.75. 


During the 19 years that Fred­ 
erick B. Snite Jr. lived within the 
confines of an iron lung, he was 
able to develop his character 
from that of a carefree young 
man into a strongly religious 
personality which accepted the 
fact that he would never live out­ 
side the lung. Instead of becom­ 
ing a depressed individual, his 
was the spirit which kept ibis 
associates relaxed. 
In his own opinion, a cheerful 
outlook is typical of the majority 
of iron lung patients He kept 
in touch with many of them, and 
“The Man in the Iron Lung,” 
written after his death by his 
male nurse and constant com­ 
panion, is dedicated thus: “To 
the polio patients of the world, 
whose courage I have tried to re­ 
flect here, this book is affection­ 
ately dedicated.” 
Frederick was 25 when it hap­ 
pened, a keen and personable 
young man with a fondness for 
sports, a lively interest in young 
ladies, a wholesome respect for a 
good time, and . . . wealthy! He 
was on a trip ’round the world 
with his family and a college 
friend, enjoying a vacation pre­ 
paratory to entering his father's 
business. 
ON THE MORNING of March 
31, 1936, Frederick had every­ 
thing. He was young healthy, and 
happy, 
exceedingly 
attractive, 
well educated and well traveled. 
That afternoon he had nothing. 
But, having reached on that day 
what must have seemed to be 
the end of everything, he some­ 
how managed, as the months 
dragged on, to turn it all into a 
glorious beginning. 
Always religious, Frederick be­ 
came deeply so when finally the 
doctors had to tell him that he 
would never live outside the lung. 
From then until the end, the 
days were filled with successive­ 
ly new interests. When he had 
been in the lung for a year or 
more, his family was trying, one 
day, to think of something to give 
him for Christmas which he could 
enjoy. Unable to decide, 
they 
went in and asked him what he 
wanted most. "Leonard,” said 
he. 
Leonard was the family chauf­ 
feur, and from then on he was 
Frederick’s constant attendant. 
There were nurses ’round the 
clock, but it was Leonard who 
kept the lung working perfect­ 
ly, lifted and exercised “his boy,” 
took him in the lung in the 
trailer from the parent’s home 
in River Forest, 111., to their win­ 
ter home in Florida, or to Fred­ 
erick’s summer lodge 
in 
the 


north woods of Wisconsin. 


Up there he went to the mov­ 
ies and played bridge. In fact, 
bridge became more and more of 
a stimulant, and he went from 
one tournament to another. His 
trailer took him to many foot­ 
ball games at Notre Dame, his 
alma mater, and to Northwestern, 
near his home. Always, when his 
trailer appeared, there was a 
roar of admiration from the huge 
crowds, and friends from the 
bleachers raced down to say hello 
to the smiling fellow who would 
watch the game through his 
mirror. 


“LEONARD” has written this 
book. It is simply done, without a 
plot, but through it runs the end­ 
less reminiscences which cause 
the reader to feel acquainted with 
Frederick B. Snite Jr., with the 
life of the man in the iron lung, 
and with the desperate necessity 
of electric power where such a 
life is at stake. More than once 
hand power hand to suffice, and 
during one emergency at a huge 
bridge tournament, there was no 
power at all for several minutes, 
—or maybe it was seconds. Fred­ 
erick did not need to hold his 
breath! There WAS no breath! 
When the lung again started to 
function, everyone in the room 
was speechless. No one could 
think about bidding. But soon the 
voice from the iron lung rang 
out to ease the tension, with 
“Six no trump!” 
When Frederick died at the 
age of 44, there were no tears 
for some time, while each per­ 
son in his room tried to summon 
enough courage to turn off the 
iron lung. 
That would be the 
final act. Finally it was Leonard 
who ceased the song of the bel­ 
lows. Swish, swosh, wheeze. Sil­ 
ence. 
Then they cried. (E.B.D)

Saving Wilds 
Urged In Book 
“Arctic Wilderness,” a book of 
adventures in the Alaskan in­ 
terior, has just been published 
by the University of California 
Press at Berkeley. 
The book was written by Rob­ 
ert Marshall, who before his 
death in 1939 was director in the 
U. S. Office of Indian Affairs 
and chief of the Division of 
Recreation and Lands, U. S. For­ 
est Service. An explorer, map- 
maker, and forester, Marshall 
wsa also a leading advocate of 
preserving wilderness areas for 
recreational purposes, 
"Arctic Wilderness” describes 
Marshall’s expeditions by foot, 
boat, and dogsled into the little- 
explored Brooks Range. He was 
able to combine the physical ad­ 
venture of outdoor life with the 
mental adventure of science, 
since his treks yielded much in­ 
formation on technical forestry 
problems and he mapped many 
previously unknown areas. 
Illustrated with striking pho­ 
tographs of .Arctic scenes, the 
volume describes the exhilaration 
of solitude in those few remain­ 
ing places where no man has 
ever been before. Marshall main­ 
tains that such areas must be 
kept as refuges from the high- 
pressure life of the modern world, 
and conservationists regard him 
as an inspiration to all who wish 
to fight off inroads into remain­ 
ing natural areas of the country.

Iron Lung Patient Led Life 
With Courage, Bright Outlook 


THE 
MAN 
IN THE IRON 
LUNG, by Leonard C. Haw­ 
kins, with Milton Lomask. 
D oubleday and C om p a n y , 
253 pp., $3.75. 
During the 19 years that Fred­ 
erick B. Snite Jr. lived within the 
confines of an iron lung, he was 
able to develop his character 
from that of a carefree young 
man into a strongly religious 
personality which accepted the 
fact that he would never live out­ 
side the lung. Instead of becom­ 
ing a depressed individual, his 
was. the spirit which kept ¿its 
associates relaxed. 
In his own opinion, a cheerful 
outlook is typical of the majority 
of iron lung patients He kept 
in touch with many of them, and 
"The Man in 'the Iron Lung," 
written after his death by his 
male nurse and constant com­ 
panion, is dedicated thus: “To 
the polio patients of the world, 
whose courage I have tried to re­ 
flect here, this, book is affection­ 
ately dedicated." 
Frederick was 25 when it hap­ 
pened, a keen and personable 
young man with a fondness for 
sports, a lively interest in young 
ladies, a wholesome respect for a 
good time, and . . . wealthy 1 He 
was on a trip ’round the world 
with his family and a college 
friend, enjoying a vacation pre­ 
paratory to entering his father’s 
business. 
ON THE MORNING of March 
31, 1936, Frederick had every­ 
thing. He was young healthy, and 
happy, exceedingly attractive, 
well educated and well traveled. 
That afternoon he had nothing. 
But, having reached on that day 
what must have seemed to be 
the end of everything, he some­ 
how managed, as the months 
dragged on, to turn it all into a 
glorious beginning. 
Always religious, Frederick be­ 
came deeply so when finally the 
doctors had to tell him that he 
would never live outside the lung. 
From then until the end, the 
days were filled with successive­ 
ly new interests. When he had 
been in the lung for a year or 
more, his family was trying, one 
day, to think of something to give 
him for Christmas which he could 
enjoy. Unable to decide, they 
went in and asked him what he 
wanted most. "Leonard," said 
he. 
Leonard was the family chauf­ 
feur, and from then on he was 
Frederick’s constant attendant. 
'There were nurses ’round the 
clock, but it was Leonard who 
kept the lung working perfect­ 
ly, lifted and exercised “his boy," 
took him in the lung in the. 
trailer from the parent's home 
in River Forest, 111., to their win­ 
ter home in Florida, or to Fred­ 
erick's summer lodge in the 


north woods of Wisconsin. 
Up there he went to the mov­ 
ies and played bridge. In fact, 
bridge became more and more of 
a stimulant, and he went from 
one tournament to another. His 
trailer took him to many foot­ 
ball games at Notre Dame, his 
alma mater, and to Northwestern, 
near his home. Always, when his. 
trailer appeared, there was a. 
roar of admiration from the huge 
crowds, and friends from the 
bleachers raced down to say hello 
to the smiling fellow who would 
watch the game through his 
mirror. 
"LEONARD" has written this 
book. It is simply done, without a 
plot, but through it runs the end­ 
less reminiscences which cause 
the reader to feel acquainted with 
Frederick B. Snite Jr., with the 
life of the m an in the iron lung, 
and with the desperate necessity 
of electric power where such a 
life is at stake. More than once 
hand power hand to suffice, and 
during one emergency at a huge 
bridge tournament, 'there was no 
power at all for several minutes, 
—or maybe it was seconds. Fred­ 
erick did not need to hold his 
breath! There WAS no breath! 
When the lung again started to 
function, everyone in the room 
was speechless. No one could 
think about bidding. But soon the 
voice from the iron lung rang 
out to ease the tension, with 
“Six no trump!" 
When Frederick died at the 
age of 44, there were no tears 
for some time, while each per­ 
son in his room tried to summon 
enough courage to turn off the 
iron lung. That would be the 
final act. Finally it was. Leonard 
who ceased the song of the bel­ 
lows. Swish, swosh, wheeze. Sil­ 
ence. 
Then they cried. (E.B.D)

Nail's Get New Look 


-T o Do Better Job 


The Cinderella of good home 
building today is the common 
nail. To look at an ordinary nail 
—that old faithful eightpenny, 
tenpenny, and so forth — you’d 
wonder how anythin- so plain 
and simple could be improved 
upon, or even why it should need 
any glamorizing. 
Well, the sad story is that joints 
fastened with ordinary nails don’t 
always hold tight. As wood swells 
with moisture and then shrinks 
in drying—season in and season 
out—ordinary nails tend to loosen 
and your house, like pants on a 
growing boy, tends to come apart 
at its seams. 
Even screws don’t always hold 
securely. You’ve probably noticed 
this in table legs. 
But a slight 
twist usually fixes th at forever. 
And when you drive a screw tight. 
Man, it’s tight! 
Of course, it 
would be possible to use screws 
throughout in building a house, 
but your house undoubtedly would 
turn out to be the most expensive 
and most extravagant house in 
the world. 
Nails are cheaper than screws, 
not only in original cost but also 
in labor time required to drive 
them. A carpenter can go down 
the line driving maybe a hundred 
or more nails in the time it would 
take a cabinet maker to drill a 
starting hole, countersink and 
drive home one screw. 
SO SCREW-NAILS and nails 
with barbed rings around them 
to catch and hold like fish hooks 
became the answer. Sounds sim­ 
ple now that the problem is solv­ 
ed, but it took a lot of research 
to develop them. 
First some hurry-up builders 
apparently discovered how much 
they could save in labor by hav­ 
ing two nails driven in place of 
three. Then high winds and hur­ 
ricanes came along, blew some 
houses down and not others. In ­ 
surance companies, holding the 
bag for wind damage under some 
of their fire insurance policies, 
inspected the scenes and found 
well-nailed housese s t a n d i n g 
where nail-starved houses fell. 
The government got busy and 
compiled 
studies 
on 
adequate 
nailing. The nail industry, like 


the automobile industry, started 
to turn out better and newer 
models. Dry wall material m anu­ 
facturers wanted something done 
about nails popping out through 
wallpaper. 


SO THE CINDERELLA com­ 
mon nail was sent to college. Dr. 
E. George Stern of the wood re­ 
search 
laboratory 
at 
Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute, came up 
with new designs that doubled 
and tripled the holding power 
of nails. 
Coarse threads like those of an 
auger were cut into nails so they’d 
bore themselves into the fibers 
of wood with each blow of the 
hammer. Annular rings, barbed 
backward to lock with wood fib­ 
ers, were developed to a point 
where a “one-way” nail could be 
named.

T he Cinderella of good home 
building today is the common 
nail. To look at an ordinary nail 
—th a t old faithful eightpenny, 
tenpenny, and so forth — you’d 
wonder how anythin" so plain 
and simple could be improved 
upon, or even why it should need 
any glamorizing. 
Well, the sad story is th a t joints 
fastened with ordinary nails don’t 
always hold tight. As wood swells 
w ith moisture and th en shrink* 
in drying—season in an d season 
out—ordinary nails tend to loosen 
and your house, like pants on a 
growing 'boy, tends to come apart 
a t its seams. 
Even screws don’t always hold 
securely. You’ve' probably noticed 
this in table legs. 
B ut a slight 
tw ist usually fixes th a t forever. 
And. when you drive a screw tight. 
M an, its tight! 
Of course, it 
would be possible to use screws 
throughout in building a house, 
but your house undoubtedly would 
tu rn out to be the most expensive 
and m ost extravagant house in 
the world. 
Nails are cheaper th a n screws, 
not only in original cost but also 
In labor time required to' drive 
them . A carpenter can go down 
the line driving maybe a hundred 
or more nails in the tim e it would 
take a cabinet m aker to drill a 
startin g hole, countersink and 
drive home one screw. 
SO' SCREW-NAILS an d nails 
w ith barbed rings around them 
to catch and hold like fish hooks 
became the answer. Sounds sim­ 
ple now th at the problem is solv­ 
ed, but it took a lot of research 
to develop them. 
F irst some hurry-up builders 
apparently discovered how much 
they could save in labor by hav­ 
ing two nails driven 'in place of 
three. Then high winds and hur­ 
ricanes came along, blew some 
houses down and not others. In ­ 
surance companies, holding the 
bag for wind damage under some 
of their fire insurance policies, 
inspected the scenes and found 
w ell-nailed housese s t a n d i n g 
where nail-starved houses fell. 
T he government got busy and 
compiled 
studies 
on 
adequate 
nailing. The nail industry, like 


the automobile industry, started 
to tu rn out better an d newer 
models. Dry wall m aterial m anu­ 
facturers wanted som ething done 
about nails popping o u t through 
wallpaper. 
SO THE CINDERELLA com­ 
m on nail was sent to college. Dr. 
E. George Stem of th e wood, re­

Polytechnic Institute, came up 
w ith new designs th a t doubled 
and tripled the holding power 
of nails. 
Coarse threads like those of an 
auger were cut into' nails so they’d 
bore themselves into the fibers 
of wood with each blow of the 
ham m er.

Repair Outdoor Furniture 
Prepare for a sum mer out of 
doors by repairing, refinishing, 
or remaking worn or broken out­ 
door furniture. 


Wooden furniture will require 
different treatm ent from ra tta n 
or wicker furniture. W here re­ 
placem ent of parts is necessary, 
use the piece to be replaced as a 
pattern for the new piece. This is 
an easy way to make several dup­ 
licates of an old favorite piece 
of furniture. 
Te refinish old furniture, clean 
the surface w ith w ater and de­ 
tergent and let the piece dry 
thoroughly. If the paint is worn 
or chipped, brush w ith a wire 
brush, sand smooth, and fea­ 
ther the edges. Touch up these 
spots with an enamel undercoat- 
er. Pill cracks or holes with wood 
putty, let dry, sand, and touch 
up with enamel undercoater. 
If any metal parts or fasten­ 
ers are rusting, sand them clean 
and apply a m etal undercoat such 
red lead. If the furniture has 
waxed, it will be necessary 
to remove the wax with wax re­ 
mover before applying an under­ 
coat to the entire surface. If it 
is desired to remove all the old 
finish, use a paint or varnish 
remover. A ply on a small area 
at a time, allowing the old finish 
to soften before scraping it with 
a putty knife.

Sand the entire surface and 
apply a prim er or undercoat. To 
apply the final coat, flow on the 
enamel evenly, being careful not 
to let It collect on the edges. If it 
should be necessary to apply a 
second coat of enamel, sand the 
first coat lightly to roughen the 
surface to provide anchorage for 
the second coat. Be sure the piece 
to be painted is dust free before 
applying enamel or undercoater. 


Most ra tta n furniture has a 
clear finish and needs only a 
coat of spar varnish to freshen 
it up. If enamel is preferred, use 
it in the same way as on wooden 
furniture. On wicker furniture, 
spraying is preferable to brush­ 
ing in applying a finish. W atch 
carefully to prevent accum ula­ 
tions of the finish a t wicker in­ 
tersections because these may be­ 
come tacky and present a hazard 
to clothes.

Now's Time To Refurbish, 
Repair Outdoor Furniture 
Prepare for a summer out of 
doors by repairing, refinishing, 
or remaking worn or broken out­ 
door furniture. 


Wooden furniture will require 
different treatment from rattan 
or wicker furniture. Where re­ 
placement of parts is necessary, 
use the piece to be replaced as a 
pattern for the new piece. This is 
an easy way to make several dup­ 
licates of an old favorite piece 
of furniture. 


Te refinish old furniture, clean 
the surface with water and de­ 
tergent and let the piece dry 
thoroughly. If the paint is worn 
or chipped, brush with a wire 
brush, sand smooth, and fea­ 
ther the edges. Touch up these 
spots with an enamel undercoat- 
er. Pill cracks or holes with wood 
putty, let dry, sand, and touch 
up with enamel undercoater 


If any metal parts or fasten­ 
ers are rusting, sand them clean 
and apply a metal undercoat such 
red lead. If the furniture has 
waxed, it will be necessary 
to remove the wax with wax re­ 
mover before applying an under- 
ooat to the entire surface. If it 
is desired to remove all the old 
finish, use a paint or varnish 
remover. Aply on a small area 
at a time, allowing the old finish 
to soften before scraping it with 
a putty knife. 


Sand the entire surface and 
apply a primer or undercoat. To 
apply the final coat, flow on the 
enamel evenly, being careful not 
to let it collect on the edges. If it 
should be necessary to apply a 
second coat of enamel, sand the 
first coat lightly to roughen the 
surface to provide anchorage for 
the second coat. Be sure the piece 
to be painted is dust free before 
applying enamel or undercoater. 


Most rattan furniture has a 
clear finish and needs only a 
coat of spar varnish to freshen 
it up. If enamel is preferred, use 
it in the same way as on wooden 
furniture. On wicker furniture, 
spraying is preferable to brush­ 
ing in applying a finish. W atch 
carefully to prevent accumula­ 
tions of the finish at wicker in­ 
tersections because these may be­ 
come tacky and present a hazard 
to clothes.

Pine paneling provides the relaxing warm th of 
such a room. 


Pine Effective In Creating 
Warm, Colorful Backdrop 
Remember when it was against 
the “rules” to mix different styles 
and periods of furniture? Or to 
mix woods? 


Well, a minor revolution in 
tastes has changed all that. To­ 
day we delight in adding an in­ 
teresting Early American piece to 
a room 
containing traditional 
furniture';; a contemporary chair, 
couch, or table to a provincial 
setting; or a combination of all 
three. Our tastes today are gov­ 
erned by good lines and textures, 
and 
each 
piece 
of 
furniture 
stands on its own merit. 


THE SAME DESIRE for com­ 
plem entary variety has influ­ 
enced 
the 
choice 
of 
interior 
building materials. And so we 
see the increasing use of western 
pine paneling in harmony with a 
touch of brick, field stone, flag 
stone, 
wrought 
iron, 
copper, 
brass, and a host of other m a­ 
terials which lend a change of 
pace and make possible unlimited 
opportunity

when 'used in combination with 
one another. 


Take brick, for example. When 
laid in the usual staggered-jolni 
pattern, the predominant fine is 
horizontal. 
However, when the 
bricks are laid one on top of an­ 
other, a vertical influence la .in­ 
troduced by the parallel joints. In 
the form er case an adjoining wall 
of western pine, with the boards 
installed vertically, complements 
the horizontal effect of the brick. 
In the case of a vertical line in 
brick, the paneling could run 


horizontally to achieve balance. 
In both cases, wood gives a 
room a warmth which is unob­ 
tainable so easily in any other 
way. 
MANY MORE EFFECT'S are 
possible with which to change 
existing lines in a room. In the 
case where a more pronounced 
vertical effect Is desired, such as. 
in a room with a low ceiling, 
a narrower width of western 
pine paneling should be selected. 
The closer the vertical lines the 
greater the effect of height. Oth­ 
er situations might call for ran­ 
dom-width, diagonal, or herring­ 
bone patterns. 
Western pine paneling comes 
in six-inch, eight-inch, ten-inch 
and 
twelve-inch 
boards, 
and 
sometimes narrower and wider. 
FINISHES play an important 
part in interior decoration. If a 
light-colored field stone is 'used 
in conjunction with it, the pan­ 
eling could be finished naturally 
or in a light pastel tint. 
To 
blend, with, a dark brick, treat­ 
ment, the paneling could be fin­ 
ished in a darker oil stain or 
pigmented tint. Or the two ma­ 
terials could, be contrasted, de­ 
pending upon the desired effect. 
With the many combinations 
of materials possible for interior 
wall 'Construction, plus the addi­ 
tional choice of ten varieties of 
woods from the western pine re­ 
gion in knotty or clear grades, 
the field .is wide open, for the cre­ 
ation of many interesting colors, 
textures, and forms to suit any 
taste.

M A R I N G A R D E N S 
Fuchsia Growers In Northern 
Morin Hove Special Problems 


By DOS and BETH HOY 
Fuchsia Gardens 
(Note: The Hoys, long-time 
fuchsia fanciers, have recent­ 
ly opened Fuschia Gardens 
nursery in Novato. They, like 
other Marin nursery owners 
who have contributed articles 
on local growing problems and 
conditions, will be glad to an­ 
swer any further questions 
readers may have.) 
Fuchsia growing in Northern 
Marin areas takes a little more 
care than in southern parts. Win­ 
ters are a little colder there and 
summers hotter. Winds are a 
prevailing factor, also. 
To oveicome these problems, 
we would like to pass on to you 
tips we have learned from our 
own experiences and from advice 
by Phil Reedstrom, one of Ma­ 
rin’s best-known fuchsia hybridi­ 
zers. 
MULCHING IS A very impor­ 
tant part of growing fuchsias. At 
the beginning of winter we put 
about three inches of enriched 
peet around the base of the 
fuchsias. This helps to keep the 
roots from freezing and the 
ground from packing solid from 
the rains. 
In the spring, after all the 
frost is over, prune your fuch­ 
sias, but not before. We stir up 
the winter mulch, being careful 
not to go too deep and disturb 
the surface roots. Then we add

a little more peat and manure. 
This mulching helps to hold 
moisture in the soil. 
Now start your feeding and 
spraying program. Use about 
two-t h i r d s the recommended 
amount of plant food and feed 
the plants once a week until they 
are off to a good start. Continue 
this feeding until the plants start 
to bloom, then give them full 
strength once a month until late 
fall.This gives the fuchsia a chance 
to “harden off” for winter. We 
spray with a mild insecticide 
solution in the late afternoons 
whenever we notice insects are 
attacking the plants. We also 
spray about three times during 
the winter months, using a fair­ 
ly strong solution. 
During the hotter days the 
foliage of the plants should be 
sprinkled early morning and late 
afternoons. Baskets need daily 
watering besides the sprinklings. 
HERE’S A TIP for new grow­ 
ers of fuchsias: pick a spot where 
your plants will get morning sun 
and as little afternoon sun as 
possible. Some of the newer 
fuchsias are heat resistant. Work 
your ground over before plant­ 
ing. If the ground is clayish, 
work in some coarse sand and 
a good deal of enriched peat, as 
well .as some manure, in an area 
at least one and a half feet deep 
and the same distance across. 
If you’re using baskets and 
tubs make sure the drainage is

77) ID Seedlings 
Early For Best 
Planting Results 
When should flower seedlings 
be thinned out? Pretty young in 
life. It Is a good practice to 
plant enough seeds to insure an 
abundance of plants, but it is 
very bad practice to allow all 
those plants to continue to grow 
in competition with each other. 
The more tightly crowded the 
plants the less vigor any one of 
them can maintain. Shortly af­ 
ter the seedlings have shown 
their first set of true leaves and 
before crowding becomes criticar 
take out the excess plants. If 
you have need for them else­ 
where In the garden they can 
be transplanted readily at this 
stage. For flowers that grow to 
a relatively low height like Royal 
Carpet Alyssum, Cupid Marigold, 
African Daisy, Wallflowers or 
Lobelia you should leave only a 
few inches space between plants 
in the row. Three to six inches 
is enough, depending on whether 
you want a solid border or indi­ 
vidually rounded plants. 
On 
larger flowers like Zinnias, As­ 
ters, tall Marigold, Petunias, 
Dahlias, Cosmos or Snapdragons 
should be allowed a minimum of 
a foot between plants. And great 
big ones, like Sunflowers, Titho- 
nia or spreading types of Nas­ 
turtiums should have at least 
two feet space for each plant to 
grow iu. 


ers to cultivate. 
As if the aforementioned ad­ 
vantages aren't enough the chry­ 
santhemum affords another im­ 
portant advantage in favor of its. 
culture: it can be used in a wide 
variety of plantings throughout 
the garden, patio and home—in 
window boxes and pots, garden 
borders, espaliered, in cut flower 
bouquets. 
General culture requirements 
of the chrysanthemum are not 
exacting. Into the planting soil, 
work manure or pea t moss, super­ 
phosphate and commercial fer­ 
tilizer. Plant where there’s sun 
two-thirds of the day. (There 
should be afternoon shade in hot 
areas). Set the plants away from 
other flowers and shrubs that 
might compete for soil nutrients. 
Water thoroughly at regular in­ 
tervals. Apply fertilizer if the 
foliage looses its dark green col­ 
ors, but do not fertilize later than 
two weeks or so before flowering 
time as nitrogen delays flower­ 
ing and during that period re­ 
duces color intensity. 
W ith proper instructions, which 
your nurseryman can supply, you 
can grow extra large flowers by 
pinching or you can cascade cer­ 
tain types of chrysanthemums 
and grow them on supports, es- 
paliered against a fence or fall­ 
ing over a wall. 
The bioom colors from which 
you can choose are magnificent: 
yellows reds, pinks, lavenders, 
purples, white, bronze, and sev­ 
eral blends of these colors. Re­ 
ward yourself with gardening sat­ 
isfaction by planting some chrys­ 
anthemum seedlings now.

After 
the new growth gets 2 inches 
long, you’ll have to wait until the 
summer heat slows g r o w t h 
enough to make the shoots firm 
enough again.

Warm Days 
Encourage 
Seed Growth 
Spring never has enough hours 
for all the garden tasks to be 
completed: no m atter how early 
the heart you made, summer 
may arrive with some garden 
space unfilled. 
W hat can be 
done? 
The answer can be found in 
quick growing annual flowers. 
There is a large selection of 
lovely ones which will grow and 
bioom from seed in 30 to 40 
days. 
While the advantages of early 
planting cannot be disputed, 
there is some concolation for the 
late seed sower. Plants grow 
much faster when the soil is 
warm, and. flowers come quicker 
from seed sown in the garden 
than they do from seedlings 
which have been transplanted 
and suffered the set-back which 
this always entails. 
THE FOLLOWING annuals 
will germinate in warm soil in 5 
to 10 days and produce their 
first flowers in five to six weeks: 
Sweet alyssum, white and vio­ 
let; calendula, calliopsis, celo­ 
sía, centaurea, cosmos, dianthus, 
marigold, nasturtiums, nicotiana, 
annual phlox, portulaca and zin­ 
nia.None of the other fast grow­ 
ers will do well in shade. All 
need well drained soil. Among 
them are flowers of every color 
and various heights and sizes. 
The best way to select the kinds 
you will grow is to decide on 
the height, color and size of 
flower you would like to see in 
each location, and choose the 
variety which will produce that 
kind of plant.- 
FOR SOWING in the garden 
the soil should be stirred to a 
depth of six inches. The surface 
soil should be very fine, so that 
the particles are no larger than 
the seed to be sown. Four pounds 
of balanced commercial plant 
food should be spread for each 
100 square feet, and spaded un­ 
der. 
Seeds of growing annuals to 
produce color masses is often 
broadcast, fine seed being mixed 
with dry sand to spread It. 
Soil used to cover seed is most 
important. If your soil contains 
much clay and is inclined to 
form a crust under the sun's 
heat, it will pay to prepare a 
special covering soil. A mixture 
of half peat moss and half sand 
is excellent; or peat moss alone 
may be used. Cover lightly and 
firm. 
WHEN SINGLE PLANTS or a 
small group are desired, growing 
among other plants, a shallow 
hole may be dug with a trowel. 
Mix plant food in the soil in the 
bottom of the hole, cover this 
with fresh soil on which the seed 
are sown. 
Sow three seeds in each spot 
where you want a plant to grow, 
cover and firm. W hen the seed­ 
lings appear select the bets one 
In each location and remove the 
others at an early stage of 
growth, being careful not to dis­ 
turb the roots of the chosen spec­ 
imen.

Pine Effective In Creating 
Warm, Colorful Backdrop 
Remember when it was against 
the “rules” to mix different styles 
and periods of furniture? Or to 
mix woods? 


Well, a minor revolution in 
tastes has changed all that. To­ 
day we delight in adding an in­ 
teresting Early American piece to 
a room containing traditional 
furniture; a contemporary chair, 
couch, or table to a provincial 
setting; or a combination of all 
three. Our tastes today are gov­ 
erned by good lines and textures, 
and 
each 
piece 
of 
furniture 
stands on its own merit. 
THE SAME DESIRE for com­ 
plementary variety has influ­ 
enced 
the 
choice 
of interior 
building materials. And so we 
see the increasing use of western 
pine paneling in harmony with a 
touch of brick, field stone, flag 
stone, 
wrought 
iron, 
copper, 
brass, and a host of other ma­ 
terials which lend a change of 
pace and make possible unlimited 
opportunity 
for 
individuality 
when used in combination with 
one another. 


Take brick, for example. When 
laid in the usual staggered-joint 
pattern, the predominant fine is 
horizontal. 
However, when the 
bricks are laid one on top of an­ 
other, a vertical influence is in­ 
troduced by the parallel joints. In 
the former case an adjoining wall 
of western pine, with the boards 
installed vertically, complements 
the horizontal effect of the brick. 
In the case of a vertical line in 
brick, the paneling could run 


horizontally to achieve balance. 
In both cases, wood gives a 
room a warmth which is unob­ 
tainable so easily in any other 
way. 
MANY MORE EFFECTS are 
possible with which to change 
existing lines in a room. In the 
case where a more pronounced 
vertical effect is desired, such as 
in a room with a low ceiling, 
a narrower width of western 
pine paneling should be selected. 
The closer the vertical lines the 
greater the effect of height. Oth­ 
er situations might call for ran- 
dom-width, diagonal, or herring­ 
bone patterns. 
Western pine paneling comes 
in six-inch, eight-inch, ten-inch 
and 
twelve-inch 
boards, 
and 
sometimes narrower and wider. 
FINISHES play an important 
part in interior decoration. If a 
light-colored field stone is used 
in conjunction with it, the pan­ 
eling could be finished naturally 
or in a light pastel tint. 
To 
blend with a dark brick treat­ 
ment, the paneling could be fin­ 
ished in a darker oil stain or 
pigmented tint. Or the two ma­ 
terials could be contrasted, de­ 
pending upon the desired effect. 
With the many combinations 
of materials possible for interior 
wall construction, plus the addi­ 
tional choice of ten varieties of 
woods from the western pine re­ 
gion in knotty or clear grades, 
the field is wide open for the cre­ 
ation of many interesting colors, 
textures, and forms to suit any 
taste. 


Appliance Manufacturers 
Aim At Eliminating Stoop 
CHICAGO (U.R) — The “no­ 
stoop, no-droop” kitchen is the 
aim of America’s appliance mak­ 
ers. 
The key to eliminating stoop is 
the appliances built in at the 
homemaker’s working level. 
And the cure for drooping spirit 
comes from the bright, new col­ 
ors that make the kitchen as 
lively as the nursery. 
The recent home furnishings 
market showed how far manu­ 
facturers have come toward their 
double goal. 
NEW UNITS are constructed 
to be incorporated into cabinets, 
put into the wall or used at table 
top level. The trend applies to 
refrigerators, freezers, stoves, ov­ 
ens, washing machines and dri­ 
ers. 
One refrigerator is built 
lengthwise to be installed at 
counter height. A freezing unit 
takes 
the 
place of a cabinet 
drawer. 


C. W. Theleen, a General Elec­ 
tric executive, said that the de­ 
velopments already achieved are 
“amazing.” But he promised more 
would come, forecasting: 
“INCREASING acceptance of 
built-in appliances . . . quick 
growth of the package kitchen 
concept, combining almost every­ 
thing you need for the kitchen- 
laundry in one unit. . . 
“The electronic oven, which 
brings extra fast cooking by 
means of radio waves . . . dish­ 
washers of even better perform­ 
ance. . . 
“Improved laundry appliances 
may well be of a continuous feed 
type, eliminating dirty clothes 
hampers. . . 
Some easy means for disposing 
not only of garbage, but of all 
the other refuse which is still a 
part of living in the most mod­ 
ern house." 


NEW YORK (U.R)—History’s first 
marble “pic’r up’r” has just been 
introduced. The gadget, designed 
for kids who have to adjourn 
a marble game fast, consists of 
a light plastic tube with a flexible 
polyethylene ring at the lower 
end. Pressed down over a marble, 
the ring gives enough to trap the 
marble in the tube. Incidentally, 
the manufacturer says the marble 
“pic’r up’r ” supplements a golf 
ball “pic’r up'r” line it introduced 
several months ago.

Being a missionary isn’t what it 
used to be. Not since the growth 
of nationalism in 'the traditional 
“missionary" countries and not 
since Communism. 
Today’s missionary faces this 
double-barreled problem: Com­ 
munism and anti-W estern feel­ 
ing. And the success of today’s 
world missions depends on how 
these problems are met. 
The New York Times got wind 
of these missionary difficulties 
and decided to investigate for it­ 
self. It contacted its overseas re­ 
porters and found that there is 
much bad feeling toward the 
West and toward white races. It 
found that our missionaries are 
often regarded with suspicion and 
are sometimes regarded as carry­ 
ing the banner of colonialism, 
imperialism, or “white suprem­ 
acy." 
COMMUNISTS copitallze upon 
these sentiments, said the report­ 
ers.Indigenization is one method 
being used by missionaries to 
combat the problem. This, suc­ 
cessful method e s t a b l i s h e s 
churches which are: of, by, and 
for the Africans and Asians. 
Another way is to let the local 
people do their own evangelical 
work. Emphasis on relief, educa­ 
tional and medical work is also 
helping to ease the people's sus­ 
picion. 
The missionaries are realizing 
that the majority of m ankind .is 
not white. And this m ajority is 
in revolt against “white suprem­ 
acy,” W estern control and “co­ 
lonialism.’’ The modern mission­ 
ary must gear his program to 
this. fact. 


Christians are now paying the 
price—not for their teachings, 
but for not practicing what they 
preach. Racial segregation in the 
U.S. and in. South Africa .is. a 
continual source of embarrass­ 
ment to missionaries. 
ADDED to the Times survey 
are remarks by a churchman who 
Just /inishetj. an. around-the- 
world tour. Dr. Clifford J. Earle, 
an executive of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A., had this to say: 
“I am sure the curiosity about 
American race relations was not 
Communist inspired, as some 
Americans want to believe. It 
was inspired by the tragic facts 
of race relations in America. The 
Communists had only to sit back 
and enjoy this, bad publicity for 
America.’’ 
Earle is secretary of the De­ 
partm ent of Social Education and 
Action. fc 
“MISS LUCY? W hat about 
Miss Lucy?” That, according to 
Earle, was the most frequent 
question. “Miss Lucy undoubtedly 
was throughout the Asian world 
the best-known American wom­ 
an,”' he said. 
“I cannot begin to tell how 
greatly, widely and deeply Ameri­ 
ca’s reputation is damaged and 
embarrassed, how far the cause 
of freedom is set back, by the 
well-known, universally advertis­ 
ed and sometimes distorted facts 
regarding discrimination against 
Negro citizens in this country." 
This .is the environment into 
which today’s missionaries must 
go. And it's nothing like it used 
to be. Now Western folks must 
face up to the embarrassing di­ 
lemma: practice what they preach 
or quit prea.chi.ng; 


Episcopal Youth Group Has 
Representative In U.N. 
NEW YORK, N.Y. — The only 
Episcopal Church, organization, 
having direct consultative status 
at the United Nations is the 
Girls’ Friendly Society, appointed 
one of the 280 Non-Government­ 
al Organizations in 1952. This 
was done in recognition of the 
GFS’s international affiliations, 
its continuing program emphasis 
for peace and world understand­ 
ing, and its support of the United 
Nations.

NEW YORK (AT—“There were 
two churches I could belong to,” 
says the Metropolitan Opera’s 
young contralto, Jean Madeira, 
“and I belonged to them both. 
“I was bom and brought up a 
Baptist, in Illinois. When I m ar­ 
ried a man from Philadelphia, I 
became an Episcopalian.” 
But she exclaims feeling that, 
whichever it is: 
“G od’s been so good to us!* 
The ardent, intense, dynamic 
singer, with the wide flashing 
eyes and the wild black hair, 
thinks 
“nothing good comes 
easy” but that, easy or hard, it 
comes the way it was ordained to 
come: 
“God wanted me to have my 
career as I did.” 
6HE WANTED to have her 
career that way, too. But some 
curious happenings, small and 
large, set the direction for her. 
For instance, when she was a 
youngster playing ball out in the 
back yard—I bet she could have 
been a good ballplayers, too—her 
mother, who sang, called her In­ 
side. 
The mother was about to 
have an audition with a concert, 
representative; her accompanist 
had not appeared; Jean was 
summoned to play the piano. 
The upshot of it was, that the 
daughter 'was sent Immediately 
to the best teacher in the neigh­ 
borhood, and then on to New 
York where her voice won out 
over her fingers. 
Or take the fact that, instead 
of staying in France after a tour 
in “The Medium,” she came back 
In time for a Met contract in 
1949. 
Or take the way everything 
points to' her grand ambition: a 
“Carmen” at the Met. When she 
was 13, though she’d seen other 
operas, Jean heard Bruna Cas­ 
ta gna. sing the role in St. Louis, 
and from, that minute the girl 
determined to make the part her 
own. As a child she had seen 
Oysies like Carmens own friends, 
following small-town circuses in 
Illinois. She was bom In the 
part of Illinois whose popular 
name suggests the Gypsies: Little 
Egypt. Daughter of a man with 
Amerlcan-Indian blood, she has 
the dark complexion associated 
with the beauties of the Romany 
tribes. It was in the role of Car­ 
men, fast fall, that she won the 
spectacular plaudits of one of the 
most exacting, demanding, mu­ 
sic-loving peoples: the Vienne*#. 
Her European successes in ef­ 
fect gave her a big boost here. 
“Because you’ve had a success, 
you axe more confident. Success 
makes success, you demand mors 
of yourself, you have something 
to live up to.” 
Miss Madeira is still a hard 
working singer; lessons In lang­ 
uages and voice, and rehearsals. 
Her father, who was a coal miner, 
died when she was 8; her mother 
teaches music in St. Louis; her 
husband, Francis Madeira, is 
conductor of the Rhode Island 
Fhilharmonlc .and music 'teacher 
at Brown, in Providence. She has 
done a lot of recitals in Amer­ 
ican cities, and has sung her 
Carmen, though outside of New 
York.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. W —If you 
pick up a party line telephone 
In one Pittsburgh suburb these 
days you are apt to hear a min­ 
ister earnestly praying or read­ 
ing from the Scripture. 
No one objects, 'because it is 
one of the ways a husky 34-year 
old clergyman is proving that a 
wheel chair is not an unbeatable 
handicap. He’s the Rev. John W. 
Pfahler, pastor of St. Luke’s Lu­ 
theran Church. 
After a tour of duty as a Navy 
chaplain, Phaler assumed the 
pastorate of the small church. 
He had been there only a year 
when, stricken with, polo in No­ 
vember, 1948. 
SLOWLY RECOVERING, he 
j 
was in a wheel chair when he 
was discharged. His church was 
waiting for him. and in. 19.50' he i 
assumed his full duties. 
Though he’s unable to walk 
his church membership — now at 
355—has nearly doubled. Each 
Sunday he preaches from the 
wheel chair and, with the choir, 
leads the congregational singing. 
On week days he holds confer­ 
ences and conducts other church 
business. He reads the Scriptures 
and prays with shut-ins over the 
telephone.

Fuchsia Growers In Northern 


Marin Have Special Problems 


By DON and BETH HOY 
Fuchsia Gardens 


(Note: The Hoys, long-tim e 
fuchsia fanciers, have recent­ 
ly opened 
Fuschia 
Gardens 
nursery in Novato. They, like 
other Marin nursery owners 
who have contributed articles 
on local growing problems and 
conditions, will be glad to an­ 
swer any 
further 
questions 
readers may have.) 


Fuchsia growing in N orthern 
M arin areas takes a little more 
care th a n in southern parts. W in­ 
ters are a little colder there and 
sum m ers hotter. W inds are 
a 
prevailing factor, also. 
To overcome these problems, 
we would like to pass on to you 
tips we have learned from our 
own experiences and from advice 
by Phil R eedstrom , one of M a­ 
rin ’s best-know n fuchsia hybridi­ 
zers. 


MULCHING IS A very im por­ 
ta n t p art of growing fuchsias. At 
the beginning of w inter we put 
about th ree inches of enriched 
peet around 
the 
base 
of 
the 
fuchsias. T his helps to keep the 
roots from 
freezing 
and 
the 
ground from packing solid from 
the rains. 
In th e spring, after all the 
frost is over, prune your fuch­ 
sias, but not before. We stir up 
the w inter m ulch, being careful 
not to go too deep and disturb 
the surface roots. T hen we add

a little more p eat and m anure. 
T his m ulching 
helps 
to 
hold 
m oisture in the soil. 
Now sta rt your 
feeding 
and 
spraying 
program . 
Use 
about 
tw o-t h i r d s the recom m ended 
am ount of p lan t food and feed 
the plants once a week until they 
are off to a good start. C ontinue 
this feeding until the plants sta rt 
to bloom, th en give them full 
stren g th once a m onth until late 
fall. 
T his gives the fuchsia a chance 
to “h ard en off’’ for w inter. We 
spray w ith 
a 
m ild insecticide 
solution in the late afternoons 
w henever we notice insects are 
attacking the plants. We also 
spray about three tim es during 
the w inter m onths, using a fa ir­ 
ly strong solution. 
D uring the h o tter days the 
foliage of the plants should be 
sprinkled early m orning and late 
afternoons. B askets need daily 
w atering besides the sprinklings. 
HERE’S A TIP for new grow­ 
ers of fuchsias: pick a spot where 
your plants will get m orning sun 
and as little afternoon sun as 
possible. 
Some 
of 
the 
newer 
fuchsias are h eat resistant. W ork 
your ground over before p la n t­ 
ing. If the ground is clayish, 
work in some coarse sand and 
a good deal of enriched peat, as 
well as some m anure, in an area 
a t least one and a h alf feet deep 
and the sam e distance across. 
If you’re using baskets and 
tubs m ake sure the drainage is 


good by placing broken pieces of 
pots or sim ilar m aterial in the 
bottoms. Make a m ixture of one- 
h alf enriched peat, one-q u arter 
gcod d irt and one-quarter m a n ­ 
ure, plus a little sand. 
In our N orthern M arin area 
th e fuchsia season is ju st get­ 
ting started. If you, have any 
questions we would be glad to 
help you. And if you really have 
the “fuchsia bug,” why not join 
your local fuchsia society?

Thin Seedlings 
Early For Best 
Planting Results 


W hen should Rower seedlings 
be thinned out? P retty young in 
life. 
It Is a good practice to 
plant enough seeds to insure an 
abundance of plants, but it is 
very bad practice to allow all 
those p lan ts to continue to grow 
in com petition w ith each other. 
The m ore tightly crowded the 
plants the less vigor any one of 
them can m aintain. Shortly a f­ 
ter the seedlings 
have 
shown 
their first set of true leaves and 
before crow ding becomes critical 
take out the excess plants. 
If 
you have need for them else­ 
where in the garden they can 
be tran sp lan ted readily at this 
stage. F or flowers th a t grow to 
a relatively low height like Royal 
C arpet Alyssum, Cupid Marigold, 
African 
Daisy, 
W allflowers 
or 
Lobeha you should leave only a 
few inches space between plants 
in the row. 
T hree to six inches 
is enough, depending on w hether 
you w ant a solid border or indi­ 
vidually 
rounded 
plants. 
On 
larger flowers like Zinnias, As­ 
ters, 
tall 
M arigold, 
Petunias, 
D ahlias, Cosmos or Snapdragons 
should be allowed a m inim um of 
a foot betw een plants. And great 
big ones, like Sunflowers, T itho- 
nia or spreading types of N as­ 
turtium s should have a t least 
two feet space for each p lan t to 
grow in. 


ers to cultivate. 
As if the aforem entioned ad ­ 
vantages are n ’t enough the chry­ 
santhem um affords another im ­ 
p o rtan t advantage in favor of its 
culture: it can be used in a wide 
variety of plantings throughout 
the garden, patio and home—in 
window boxes an d pots, garden 
borders, espaliered, in cut flower 
bouquets. 


G eneral culture requirem ents 
of the chrysanthem um are not 
exacting. Into the planting soil, 
work m anure or peat moss, super­ 
phosphate and comm ercial fer­ 
tilizer. P lan t w here th ere’s sun 
tw o-thirds of the day. (There 
should be afternoon shade in hot 
areas). Set the plants away from 
other flowers and shrubs th at 
m ight compete for soil nutrients 
W ater thoroughly a t regular in ­ 
tervals. Apply fertilizer if the 
foliage looses its dark green col­ 
ors, but do not fertilize later th an 
two weeks or so before flowering 
time as nitrogen delays flower­ 
ing and during th a t period re ­ 
duces color intensity. 


W ith proper instructions, which 
your nurserym an can supply, you 
can grow extra large flowers by 
pinching or you can cascade cer­ 
tain types of chrysanthem um s 
and grow them on supports, es­ 
paliered against a fence or fall­ 
ing over a wali. 


The bloom colors from which 
you can choose are m agnificent: 
yellows, reds, pinks, lavenders, 
purples, white, bronze, and sev­ 
eral blends of these colors. R e­ 
ward yourself w ith gardening sa t­ 
isfaction by planting some chrys­ 
anthem um seedlings now. 


Evergreen Deadline 
May is last-m inute tim e for 
transplanting evergreens. 
A fter 
th e new growth gets 2 inches 
long, you’ll have to w ait until the 
sum m er 
h eat 
slows 
g r o w t h 
enough to m ake the shoots firm 
enough again. 


Spring never has enough hours 
for all the garden tasks to be 
completed; no m atter how early 
the h ta rt you 
m ade, 
sum m er 
m ay arrive w ith some garden 
space unfilled. 
W hat 
can 
be 
done? 


T he answer can be found in 
quick 
growing 
annual 
flowers. 
There is a large selection 
of 
lovely ones which will grow and 
bloom from seed in 30 to 40 
days. 


W hile the advantages of early 
planting 
cannot 
be 
disputed, 
there is some concolation for the 
late seed sower. 
P lan ts grow 
m uch faster w hen the soil is 
warm, and flowers come quicker 
from seed sown in the garden 
th an 
they 
do 
from 
seedlings 
which have been tran sp lan ted 
and suffered the set-back which 
this always entails. 
1H E 
FOLLOW ING 
annuals 
will germ inate in warm soil in 5 
to 10 days and produce th eir 
first flowers in five to six weeks: 
Sweet alyssum, w hite an d vio­ 
let; 
calendula, 
calliopsis, 
celo- 
sia, centaurea, cosmos, dianthus. 
m angold, nasturtium s, nicotiana! 
annual phlox, portulaca and z in ­ 
nia. 
None of the other fast grow ­ 
ers will do well in shade. All 
need well drained soil. Among 
them are flowers of every color 
and various heights an d sizes. 
T he best way to select the kinds 
you will grow is to decide on 
the height, color and size of 
flower you would like to see in 
each location, and choose the 
variety which will produce th a t 
kind of plant.- 
FOR SOWING in the garden 
the soil should be stirred to a 
depth of six inches. T he surface 
soil should be very fine, so th a t 
the particles are no larger th an 
the seed to be sown. Four pounds 
of 
balanced 
com m ercial 
p lan t 
food should be spread for each 
100 square feet, and spaded u n ­ 
der. 
Seeds of growing an n u als to 
produce color m asses is often 
broadcast, fine seed being mixed 
with dry sand to spread it. 
Soil used to cover seed is m ost 
im portant, if your soil contains 
much clay and is inclined to 
form a crust under th e su n ’s 
heat, it will pay to prepare a 
special covering soil. A m ixture 


( i f h alf peat moss and h a lf sand 
ia evcellent; or peat moss alone 
m ay be used. Cover lightly and 
firm. 
W HEN SINGLE PLANTS or a 
sm all gioup are desired, growing 
am ong other plants, a shallow 
hole may be dug w ith a trowel. 
Mix plant food in the soil in the 
bottom of the hole, cover this 
w ith fresh soii on which the seed 
are sown. 
Sow three seeds in each spot 
where you w ant a p lan t to grow, 
cover and firm. W hen th e seed­ 
lings appear select the bets one 
in each location and rem ove the 
others 
at 
an 
early 
stage 
of 
growth, being careful n o t to d is­ 
turb the roots of the chosen spec­ 
im en.

Being a missionary isn’t what it 
used to be. Not since the growth 
of nationalism in the traditional 
“missionary” countries and not 
since Communism. 
Today’s missionary faces this 
double-barreled problem: 
Com­ 
munism and anti-W estern feel­ 
ing. And the success of today’s 
world missions depends on how 
these problems are met. 
The New York Times got wind 
of these missionary difficulties 
and decided to investigate for it­ 
self. It contacted its overseas re­ 
porters and found th a t there is 
much bad feeling toward the 
West and toward white races. It 
found th at our missionaries are 
often regarded with suspicion and 
are sometimes regarded as carry­ 
ing the banner of colonialism, 
imperialism, or “white suprem ­ 
acy." 
COMMUNISTS copitalize upon 
these sentiments, said the report­ 
ers. 
Indigenization is one method 
being used by missionaries to 
combat the problem. This suc­ 
cessful method e s t a b l i s h e s 
churches which are: of, by, and 
for the Africans and Asians. 
Another way is to let the local 
people do their own evangelical 
work. Emphasis on relief, educa­ 
tional and medical work is also 
helping to ease the people’s sus­ 
picion. 
The missionaries are realizing 
th at the majority of m ankind is 
not white. And this m ajority is 
in revolt against "white suprem ­ 
acy," W estern control and “co­ 
lonialism.” The modern mission­ 
ary m ust gear his program to 
this fact.

Earle is secretary of the De­ 
partm ent of Social Education and 
Action. 


“MISS

Miss Lucy?” That, according to 
Earle, was the most frequent 
question. “Miss Lucy undoubtedly 
was throughout the Asian world 
the best-known American wom­ 
an,” he said. 
“I cannot begin to tell how 
greatly, widely and deeply Ameri­ 
ca’s reputation is damaged and 
embarrassed, how far the cause 
of freedom is set back, by the 
well-known, universally advertis­ 
ed and sometimes distorted facts 
regarding discrimination against 
Negro citizens in this country.” 
This is the environment into 
which today's missionaries must 
go. And it’s nothing like it used 
to be. Now W estern folks must 
face up to the embarrassing di­ 
lemma : practice w hat they preach 
or quit preaching.

NEW YORK (¿PV—“There were 
two churches I could belong to,” 
says the Metropolitan Opera’« 
young contralto, Jean Madeira, 
“and I belonged to them both. 
“I was bom and brought up a 
Baptist, in Illinois. When I mar­ 
ried a man from Philadelphia, I 
became an Episcopalian.” 
But she exclaims feeling that, 
whichever it Is: 
“God’s been so good to us! * 
The ardent, intense, dynamic 
»inger, with the wide flashing 
eyes and the wild black hair, 
thinks 
“nothing 
good 
comes 
easy” but that, easy or hard, it 
comes the way it was ordained to 
come: 
“God wanted me to have my 
career as I did.” 
SHF. 
WANTED 
to have her 
career that way, too. But some 
curious happenings, small and 
large, set the direction for her. 
For instance, when she was a 
youngster playing ball out in the 
back yard—I bet she could have 
been a good ballplayers, too—her 
mother, who sang, called her in­ 
side. 
The mother was about to 
have an audition with a concert 
representative; her accompanist 
had not appeared; 
Jean was 
summoned 
to play the 
piano. 
The upshot of it was, that the 
daughter was eent immediately 
to the best teacher in the neigh­ 
borhood, and then on to New 
York where her voice won out 
over her fingers. 
Or take the fact that, Instead 
of staying in France after a tour 
in “The Medium,” she came back 
in time for a Met contract in 
1949. 
Or take the way everything 
points to her grand ambition: a 
“Carmen” at the Met. When she 
was 13, though she’d seen other 
operas, Jean heard Bruna Cas- 
tagna sing the role in St. Louis, 
and from that minute the girl 
determined to make the part her 
own. As a child she had seen 
Gysies like Carmen s own friends, 
following small-town circuses in 
Illinois. 
She was bom in the 
part of Illinois whose popular 
name suggests the Gypsies: Little 
Egypt. Daughter of a man with 
American-Indian blood, she has 
the dark complexion associated 
with the beauties of the Romany 
tribes. It was in the role of Car­ 
men, last fall, that she won the 
spectacular plaudits of one of the 
most exacting, demanding, mu­ 
sic-loving peoples: the Viennese. 
Her European successes in ef­ 
fect gave her a big booet here. 
“Because you've had a success, 
you are more confident. Success 
makes success, you demand more 
of yourself, you have something 
to live up to.” 
Miss Madeira is still a hard 
working singer; lessons in lang­ 
uages and voice, and rehearsals. 
Her father, who was a coal miner, 
died when she was 8; her mother 
teaches music in St. Louis; her 
husband, 
Francis 
Madeira, 
is 
conductor of the Rhode Island 
Philharmonic and music teacher 
at Brown, in Providence. She has 
done a lot of recitals in Amer­ 
ican cities, and has sung her 
Carmen, though outside of New 
York.

$20,000 to re-locate the transmit­ 
ter, and despite the tremendous 
desirability of doing so, the sta­ 
tion is financially in no position 
to make such an expenditure on 
its present limited budget,’* he 
said.

KQED, in the 20 months of its 
operation, has. won approximately 
three-quarters of a million view­ 
ers who are loyal and enthusias­ 
tic, there are an estimated 70,- 
000 television owners who cannot 
receive Channel 9 on their sets.
